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Livingstone College 

Livingstone College and Hood Theological 
Seminary were originally founded as Zion 
Wesley Institute by a group of A.M.E. Zion 
ministers for the purpose of training ministers in 
the Cabarrus County town of Concord, North 
Carolina in 1 879. After three brief sessions, 
directed by principals Bishop C.R. Harris and 
Professor A.S. Richardson, the Institute 
ultimately closed in Concord. In 1881, Dr. 
Joseph Charles Price and Bishop J.W. Hood 
changed their roles as delegates to the 
Ecumenical Conference and became fund-raisers 
with the mission to re-establish Zion Wesley 
Institute. The Rowan County town of Salisbury, 
just 20 miles northeast of Concord, gave the 
Trustees a generous donation of $ 1 ,000 and 
an invitation to relocate the school in Salisbury. 
They accepted both gifts, and the College re- 
opened in Salisbury in 1 882 with Dr. Price as 
President. The new site was J.M. Gray's farm 
called Delta Grove, which consisted of one 




building and 40 acres 
of land. In 1887, by an 
act of the legislature, 
the name Zion Wesley 
Institute was changed 
to Livingstone College 
in honor of David 
Livingstone, the great 
Christian missionary, philanthropist, and 
explorer. Since its inception, the College has 
had two principals and seventeen presidents, 
including six interim presidents. Among its 
possessions, the institution owns 2 72 acres 
of land and the physical plant that currently 
consists of twenty-one brick buildings, seven 
of which are listed in the National Register 
of Historic Places.

On February 8, 2006, the Livingstone 
College Board of Trustees named Dr. Jimmy 
R. Jenkins, Sr., the school's 12th President. A 
longtime educator and administrator, Dr. 
Jenkins was chosen from among five finalists. 

Dr. Jenkins most recently served as President 
of Edward Waters College in Jacksonville, 
Florida from 1 997 to 2005. During his 
tenure, the College expanded its faculty and 
broke ground on its first new building in 
decades while reducing its debt from $8.5 
million to $500,000 in three years and 
growing its enrollment from 300 students to 
1 ,300 students. Recently. Edward Waters 
named this new building after Dr. Jenkins as a 
tribute to the tremendous progress made 
under his leadership. 

Prior to his tenure at Edward Waters College, 
Dr. Jenkins served as a chancellor of Elizabeth 



City State University from 1977 to 1995, 
becoming the first alumnus to serve as its 
Chief Executive Officer. While there, he 
secured the support of the State Legislature of 
North Carolina for construction of six major 
buildings on campus. He also launched a $5 
million capital campaign, completing the 
fundraising a year ahead of schedule. He was 
honored to have the then newly constructed 
Science Building named in his honor. 

Dr. Jenkins earned a Bachelors degree in 
Biology from Elizabeth City State University, 
teaching certification in Biology from Howard 
University, and a Masters degree and 
Doctorate degree in Biology Education from 
Perdue University. He is married to Dr. Faleese 
Moore-Jenkins, and they have three children: 
Dr. Lisa Lopez, Attorney Ginger Cartwright, 
and Jimmy Jr., a graphic artist and college 
lecturer. 
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The newly renovated computer lab 
was part of the extensive upgrades 
in the library. 



he Andrew Carnegie Library was buill in 1 908. 
The library was named for its donor, Andrew W. 
Carnegie. Mr. Carnegie was born in 1 837 in 
Dunfermline, Scotland. He was an American 
industrialist and philanthropist. 

Mr. Carnegie donated $ 1 2,500 which made 
building the library possible. Sizable additions have 
been made to the Carnegie building in 1957, 
1959, and 1967. 

The primary mission of the Andrew Carnegie 
Library is to support the educational programs of 
the college by working to meet the informational 
and instructional needs of all members of the 
college community. Therefore, the library aims to 
provide access to a sufficient number of relevant, 
current, authoritative resources and an 
environment conducive to successful research and 
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"Promoting life long learning skills through the information literacy program."

he Black Greek-letter movement 

commenced in 1 906 on a 
predominantly white college 
campus so that Black Students 
could have a meaningful cultural 
interaction and work together to 
render service to improve the 
conditions in their local 
communities. Over a 1 6 year 
period (1906-1922), the eight 
affiliate NPHC organizations were 
formed. Each of these 
organizations evolved during a 
period when Blacks were being 
denied essential rights and 
services granted to others. These 
organizations were destined to 
foster a growth of brotherhood 
and sisterhood and to serve a 
conduit by which action plans 
could be formulated and 
coordinated to address 
the problems of racism and 
sexism. 

In 1 930, it was reorganized so 
that there was a need to form an 



umbrella organization that would 
provide coordination of 
philosophies and activities. 
This umbrella group came to be 
known as the National Pan- 
Hellenic Council, which was 
formally 

organized in May 1 930 at 
Howard University in Washington, 
D.C. The charter members of the 
NPHC were: Kappa Alpha Psi g 
Omega Psi Phi Fraternities; and 
Alpha Kappa Alpha, Delta Sigma 
Theta g Zeta Phi Beta Sigma 
Fraternities joined and in 1 937, 
Sigma Gamma Rho completed the 
list of organizations comprising 
the NPHC. In early 1937, under 
the laws of the State of Illinois, 
the organization became known as 
the 

National Pan-Hellenic Council, 
Incorporated. On November 1 2, 
1 996, lota Phi Theta Fraternity, 
Incorporated became the ninth 
Greek-letter organization of the 
National Pan-Hellenic Council. 
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Alpha Phi Alpha 
Fraternity, Incorporated 
was founded at Cornell 



University in Ithaca, New York, 
on December 4, 1 906. It was the 
first African-American intercollegiate 
Greek-letter fraternity.

I he Ecology Club was started at Livingstone 
College by Dr. Sashi Sabaratnam of the 
Biology Department, in the spring of 2003. 
She advises the Ecology Cub. Initially the 
SEEDS - Strategies for Ecology Education, 
Development and Sustainability, program of 
the Ecology Society of America (ESA) funded 
the activities of the club and allowed them to 
do special projects such as establishing a 
greenhouse for classroom activities using 
plants. The club has been active since then. 
Students participated in field trips organized 
by SEEDS, attended the Annual ESA Meetings, 
and took courses in Environmental Sciences 
with stipends and expenses paid. Currently 
Kenya McNair is a graduate student at North 
Carolina AST University, Greensboro, NC. 
She is hoping to complete her Master's 
program by December of this year. This is a 
success story of SEEDS's influence on 
minorities. 

The current president of the Ecology Club, 
Ms. Cynthia Opurum had some wonderful 
opportunities presented by SEEDS. She 
attended the Annual Meeting of the ESA in 
San Jose, CA in August of 2007 with Dr. 
Sabaratnam. The theme of the Conference was 
'Ecology -based restoration in a changing 



world'. Both of them presented the Annual 
Ecology Club activities in a SEEDS / ESA event. 
Cynthia had a Mentor to work with her and 
attended oral sessions focusing on topics such 
as forest restoration, production of bio-fuels 
from grasses and impacts of global climate 
change in Ecosystems. She also participated in 
field trips to learn about many academic and 
professional fields in Ecology. Field trips 
included coastal redwoods, salt ponds and 
marine mammals in the California shores. 

The second activity Cynthia participated in with 
SEEDS was the Student field trip sponsored and 
funded by SEEDS / ESA to Santa Barbara 
Coastal Long Term Ecological Research (LTER) 
site in CA from October 25 -28, 2007. 
Attendees included twenty two students from 
nineteen Universities and Colleges across the 
U.S. Cynthia and other students explored the 
Kelp Forest of the coastal ecosystem. They also 
toured three water sheds and learned about 
instrumentation used for monitoring water 
sheds. They toured the Research, Education and 
Experience Facility for hands on experience with 
marine mammals and took a boat trip to 
Mohawk Reef to learn about coastal ecosystem 
and the marine species.

The play's synopsis: "I remember 
hearing in my boyhood sermons that 
were current, sermons that passed with 
only slight modifications from preacher 
to preacher and from locality to 
locality. Such sermons were "The Valley 
of Dry Bones," which was based on the 
vision of the prophet in the 37th 
chapter of Ezekiel; the "Train Sermon," 
in which both God and the devil were 
pictured as running trains, one loaded 
with saints, that pulled up in heaven, 
and the other with sinners, that 
dumped its load in hell; the "Heavenly 
March," which gave in detail the 
journey of the faithful from earth, on 



up through the pearly gates to the 
great white throne. Then there was a 
stereotyped sermon which had no 
definite subject, and which was quite 
generally preached; it began with the 
Creation, went on to the fall of man, 
rambled through the trials and 
tribulations of the Hebrew Children, 
came down to redemption by Christ, 
and ended with the Judgement Day 
and a warning and an exhortation to 
sinners," by James Weldon Johnson. 
Johnson, (June 17, 1 87 1 -June 26, 
1 938) was a leading American author, 
critic, journalist, poet, anthropologist, 
educator, lawyer, songwriter, early civil 
rights activist, a prominent figure in 
the Harlem Renaissance, and was a 
member of Sigma Pi Phi and Phi Beta 
Sigma Fraternity, Inc.

Mr. Micheal Connor is a professional 
actor. He has appeared on Broadway, 
in television, and feature films, notably
